Failure to Qualify for Office 


Fatal Defect, Court 


Says 


John H. Bloom was properly ousted 


from the position of fish and game 
commissioner in the state,- the su- 
preme court decided in an opinion 
hundi'd down today. 


The raurt sustains the action of 


Governor Nestos in declaring the of- 
fice vacant because of Bloom's fail- 
ure to qualify, and the position of 
Attorney-General Johnson, who ad- 
vised thtj governor. 


The office of fish and game com- 


missioner, to which Bloom was ap- 
pointed for a period of two years, 
ending April 1923, was declared va- 
cant on February 28 because Bloom 
hud not qualified by filing his oath 
of office and bond, and Elmer T. 
Judd was appointed in his place. 
The case \v.ont before Judge Nuesslc 
in distr^t court, whose decision 
is affirmed by the supreme court. 
Bloom attempted to 
qualify 
after 


February 28. 
• "The facts are the defendant did 
not qualify and his attemped qualifi- 
cation came too late," says the opin- 
ion 
of 
the 
court,,.delivered 
by 


Judge Robinson. 
"The statutes at- 


tach great importance, to the quali- 
fication of an officer and makes it 
a misdemeanor to exercise the duties 
of an office without qualifying. The 
contention of the defendant is that 
his failure to qualify did not consti- 
tute a vacancy, but that is contrary 
to the plain words of the statute."

meantime the city schools showed | 
.an enrollment of 84,748 in 1921 and | 
87,626 in 1022, -or a loss of almost | 
400 in the schools distinctively rural 
and a gain of almost 3,000 in the 
schools, distinctively urban.

the conclusion that there is a shift 
in student population. In 1921, 3,115 
completed the eighth grade work 'in 
the one-room schools.
